There hae been ae time mm yet fer offi- 
ci. .nquiy us to the cmuse of the disas- 
ter, The ruins themselves disclose, how- 
ever, that the entire mass of steel-held 
concrete that formed the roof had come 
down, The crash swept the suprerts from 
under the balcony apparently, and this 
hinged down at un angle of 45 degrees, 
adding te the tangled mass of wreckage 
on the floor below. 

Most of the bodies were recovered from 
the floor of the pit bemeath the wreckage 
of the balcony vr from the front of the 
ba'cony itself.

He made his third quest of the 
Pole in 1914 

The expedition in which he was 
engaged when he died was to have 
covered 30000 miles of unchartsd 
sectiong of the South Atlantic, the 
Pacific and the Antarctic Seas.

“Whenever I feel downhearted I 
run out to the lepers to get cheered 
up. They are always so bright.. ” 

That seems a very strange statement 
to make, but !t is the testimony of a 
hard-working missionary in North In- 
dia, and is borne out by others. 

The lepers referred to are living in 
one of the homes of the mission to 
iepers, and it !s undoubtedly the con- 
traet with their past lot which makes 
them, in spite of much suffering, the | 
cheerful folk which they so often are. 

Many Are Vagrant } 

When a member of a family devel- 
ops leprosy, Mat one is obliged, after 
a time, to leave home. When the 
bread-winner is afflicted it means the 
break-up of the little home, for lep- 
rosy affects the hands and feet and 
makee working for a,living impossible. 
Often a wife 7vi!! not leave her lep- 
rous husband and together they drift 
into the miserable existence of beg- 
gars, accompanied too often, alas, by 
their little children. In the slum dis- 
tricts of Calcutta and other big cities 
of India, there live colonies of such 
leper beggars who have wandered 
in from country villages far away. 
There are in every land those rov- 
ing spirits to whom an existence 
of precarious uncertainty makes 
greater appeal than the ordered life 
ofthe community. Even among these 
poor victims of leprosy there are some 
such, but many are vagrants because 
of bitter circumstances, and their con- 
dition calls for sincere compassion.

Foundation of Mission 

Our Lord said, “Go ye tnto all the 
world and preach the good news,” but 
He also said ‘Cleanse the leper,” and 
to this special work a young Irish- 
man dedicated himself nearly 60 years 
ago. Mr. Wellesley C. Bailey, who mwas | 
then working with the American Pres- 
byterian mission at Ambaila, North 
India, was drawn to minister to a 
group of lepers in that place. Going 
to Ireland on furlough, he interested 
some friends in thig work. Their am- 
bition was to raise thirty pounds 
($150) annually to enable Mr. Bailey 
to relieve a few lepers on his return 
to India. In the first year nearly 20 
times that amount was given. This 
was taken as a signa! from God to go 
forward, and from this simple begin- 
ning has grown the mission to lepers 
which has now work at 95 stations in 
12 countries. At 46 centres the mis- 
sion has its own homes and supports 
over 5,500 lepers, and '* helps work 
and is responsible for christian teach- 
ing in 49 other places,

To shelter and feed these outcasts, 
and to care for their poor broken 
bodies, is not the sole aim of the mis- 
sion. In these daily acts of mercy is 
exemplified the love of Christ for 
them. That the lepers may come to 
know Him and be delivered from sup- 
erstition and fear, and the power of 
the kingdom of darkness, is the great 
desire of those who work for them. 
There is no compulsory attendance at 
the Christian services held in the asy~- 
lums but the beautiful gospel story 
has a great attraction for the poor 
lepers, Their own religion has no 
message for them, they are often con- 
sidered under the curse of the gods. 
The compassion of Christ for the poor 
and outcast, and the fact that when 
on earth he actually touched the iep- 
ers, makes a@ strong appeal to most of 
them.
